The Bloods have 
been stealing horses - lately from the 
Grosventeries, and the latter assisted by 
soldiers and cowboys made an effort to 
recover the stolen animals. 


As usual the stories as to the number 
of killed are confiicting, but it is certain 
that quite a large number were slain. 
Most of the bodies were carried away by 
friends-of the fallen, but three or four 
were discovered on the field, minus 
scalps. The Bloods appear to have got- 
ten the worst of the encounter. 
They 
got away with most of the stolen horses 
and are now being closely followed by 
mounted police. 


Another encounter is likely to take 
place when 
police come upon them, 
and serious trouble is feared. It is al- 
leged that American Indians in Montana 
are going to the Blood's assistance.
